WASHINGTON, Feb. 19. — The 
Senate today took up the bill pro- 
viding for increased loans at re- 
duced interest rates to veterans of 
the World War. 

Notwithstanding President Hoo- 
ver’s vigorous opposition, the meas- 
ure had lost none of the mo- 
ryhentum which carried it through 
the House and the Senate Finance 
Committee in two successive days. 
Indications were it would pass be- 
fore the Senate adjourned tonight, 

The pressure for haste was illus- 
trated at the outset, when Senator 
Harrison (Dem.), Mississippi, pro- 
posed that speeches be limited to 
15 minutes each by unanimous con- 
sent. Reed (Rep), Pennsylvania, 
blocked it by objecting. 

Advocates of the bill were rac- 
ing against time because of a rul- 
ing by the Senate parliamentarian 
that, unless it is in the President's 
hands by tonight, it will be subject 
to a pocket veto. Hence, many of 
them refrained from speaking or 
cut their remarks short. 

Ralings Cause Confusion. 

The situation was thrown into 
confusion, however, when the 
House, acting upon a ruling by its 
own parliamentarian, that passage 
of the bill by tomorrow night would 
be sufficient to prevent a pocket 
veto, proceeded to adjourn, this 
making it impossible to send the 
bill to the President tonight. The 
President has 10 days in which to 
act, and the question is whether 
he might not wait unti) the after- 
noon of March 4 to beto it. Con- 
gress adjourns at noon of that day. 
It was suggested that both houses 
might? turn back their clocks and 
wait until midnight of that day for 
him to act, if necessary. 

Senator Bingham (Rep.), Con- 
necticut, himself a World War vet- 
eran, opened the debate by oppos- 
ing the bill, which, in President 
Hoover's phrase, he characterized 
as “a raid on the Treasury.” 

IAncoln's Mexican War Bounty. 

However, when Bingham at- 
tempted to quote Abraham Lincoln 
in support of his argument, Cope- 
land (Dem.), New York, asked if 
Bingham was aware that Lincoln 
accepted a cash bounty for his own 
service in the Mexican War. Bing- 
ham, obviously taken by surprise. 
mumbled that he didn’t sce what 
that had to do with the question. 
There was laughter in the galleries, 
where the veterans were substan- 
tially represented. 

The pending bill, as has been 
told, provides that holders of ad- | 
justed service certificates may bor- 
row up to 50 per cent of their face 
value, instead of 22% per cent, as 
at present, and fixes the interest 
rate at 4% per cent, cOMpoOunded 
annually, instead of the present 
variable rate of 4 to 6 per cent. 

Estimates of the cost of the 
measure range from the $350,0086,- 
000 advanced by its supporters to 
the $1,280,000,000 put forward by 
the Treasury Department. There 
is $771,000,000 in the adjusted 
service certificate fund which 
would be available for such loans. 

One of the most interesting de- 
velopments produced by the battle 
consists in the Administration's ef- 
forts to have Congress adopt the 
plan suggested by Owen D. Young, 
who may be President Hoover's 
Demecratic opponent in the next 
presidential campaign. Young ad- 
vocated increased loans limited to 
veterans in distress. President 
Hoover has since taken the same 
position, but with no noticeable ef- 
fect on Congress.

ROME, Feb. 19.—The bodies of 
450 Romans, buried between the 
years 100 B. C. and 300 A. D., have 
been discovered in pagan sepul- 
chers under Vatican City during 
excavations for foundations for 
food storehouses. | 

The finding of these graves has 
led to a theory that the entire Vati- 
can Hill and the ancient papal 
down to the Tiber’s bank was 4a 
vast necropolis in the apostolic age. 
The discovery is thought to ac- 
count for St. Peter’s burial in the 
Vatican Hill, where tradition says 
he was crucified head downward 
and where the first basilica was 
erected in his name. 

The sepulchers were all dedicat- 
ed to the manes, ancestral spirite 
worshipped as gods. Bartolomeo 
Nogara, general director of the 
pontifical museum, reported the 
discovery to Pope Pius XI who or- 
dered building operations suspend- 
ed and excavation continued. 

From the appearance of the 
graves, which were devoid of 
ornaments, ft is thought that the 
necropolis was for poor, obscure 
people.

CHARGES ALDERMAN 
LIVES OUTSIDE OF CITY 


Opponent of Wilbur C. 
Schwartz Files Protest Against 
20th Ward Registration. 


A protest against the registra- 
tion as a voter, in today’s interme- 
diate registration, of Alderman 
Wilbur C. Schwarts has been filed 
with the Election Board by Charles 
J. Ejisenring, president of the 


Building Trades Council, on the 
ground that Schwartz is a resident 
of University City. 

Schwartz is a candidate for the 
Republican nomination to succeed 
himself as Alderman from the 
Twentieth Ward, but has not filed 
his declaration of candidacy. LEis- 
enring has filed for the nomina- 
tion. Today’s registration is not 
general, but only for those not pre- 
viously registered. Eisenring act- 
ed on the assumption that Schwartz 
was not registered in any the pre- 
cincts of the Twentieth Ward. 

The city charter provides that 
an Alderman must have been a 
citizen of St. Louis for at least 
three years before his election, an 
assessed taxpayer of the city two 
years and a resident for one year 
of the ward from which elected; 
and provides that if at “any time” 
an Alderman is not a resident of 
his ward he shall forfeit his of- 
fice. The Board of Aldermen is 
the Judge of the qualifications of 
its members. The charter also 
provides that an Alderman must be 
a “voter” but whether this means 
a registered voter or merely a 
qualified voter may be questioned. 

Hisenring declared that 
Schwartz, who is a lawyer, moved 
his household effects from - his 
Twentieth Ward residence, 3816A 
St. Louls avenue, to 7204 West- 
moreland drive, University City, 
“and has made this latter address 
his principal and continuous resi- 
dence and place of abode from that 
date to the present time.” Schwartz 
is listed in the official roster of 
the Board of Aldermen 4s resid- 
ing at 3316A St. Louis and in the 
telephone book as at 3816 St. Louis. 
His wife, Mrs. Adele Schwartz, re- 
sides at the Westmoreland drive 
address, but she asserted he did 
not live there and that she did 
not know where he lived. A 
woman who answered the  tele- 
phone at the St. Louls avenue 
house declared Schwartg did not 
reside there. 

Schwartz could not be reached. 

The St. Louis avenue address is 
in the Fourth Precinct of the 
Twentieth Ward.. The printed list 
of registered voters In that pre- 
cinct does not nama Schwartz, but 
his qualification as Alderman 
would not be affected if he ap- 
peared in any other precinct of the 
same ward. No special instructions 
have been given precinct officials 
by the Election Board, which will 
leave it to the judges and clerks to 
determine whether Schwartz may 
register if he applies. Should he 
be denied the right to register he 
could appeal to the board. If he 
should be permitted to register 
Eisenring or other interested per- 
sons could appeal, Copies of Els- 
enring’s letter to the Election 
Board were sent to all precinct of- 
ficials in the ward. 

Schwartz has been a. member 
since the Board of Aldermen was 
formed in 1914. It was charged 
several years ago that Alderman 
Wimer also resided in University 
City, where his wife lives, but he 
denied this and was upheld in a 
suit brought by a political oppo- 
nent. Later, Alderman Brock of 
the Twenty-third Ward successfully 
defended before the Board of Al- 
dermen a charge that he resided 
in the Twenty-fifth Ward. It has 
been charged that Alderman Wiehe 
of the Fifth, a downtown ward, 
resided in the Fifteenth, but he 
replied that he maintained resi- 
dence at a Fifth Ward hotel. A 
similar charge was made against 
another Alderman, but not pressed..

INCOME TAX REVERTS 
TO OLD RATE FOR 1330 


Federal Returns, However, Are 
Likely to Show Decrease 
Under Last Year’s Receipts 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—Amer- 


ican taxpayers have begun filing 
their Federal income tax returns. 
The period ends March 1¢. This is 
one day later than usual because 
March 16, the customary deadline 
date, falis on Sunday. 

Income taxes paid during 13930 
amounted to $2,332,968,393, about 
$170,000,000 less than the total 


payments in 1929. Depressed busi- 
ness in 1930 is expected to result 
in considerably diminished returns 
this year, offset to some extent by 
the higher tax rates. 

The one per cent reduction in 
taxes on income of 1929 was u tem- 
porary measure only, the rates on 
1930 incomes reverting to the level 
of those of 1928. 

The reversion to the old rate, 
deemed necessary because Of «a 
Treasury deficit, is the only change 
in income tax requirements. The 
normal tax rates on individual net 
income for 1930 are 1% per cent 
on the first $4000 in excess of per- 
sonal exemption and credits, 3 per 
cent on the next $4000, and 5 per 
cent on the balance. 

The rate of tax on the net in- 
come of a corporation is 18 per 
cent. The surtax rates on individ- 
ual net income in excess of $10,000 
remains unc ged. 

Returns must be filed by single 
persons who had a net income of 
$1500 or more, or gross income of 
$5000 or more, and by married 
couples who had net income of 
$3500 or more, or gross income of 
$5000 or more.

But a social organization 
that starves millions of its own in 
the midst of plenty, is hardly like- 
ly to be greatly moved by the suf- 
fering of an “inferior” people with 
no appreciable political power. 

A short while ago one of our 
most pious and highly respected 
political philosophers informed the 
world substantially that what we 
chiefly need is reform inside of us. 
Could he, perhaps, instruct not only 
the starving whites, but the robbed 
and starving Indians as to how 
internal reform might be pushed 
to such an extent as to result in 
filling the inner man with some- 
thing more nutritive than a hot-air 
merchant has to sell? 


INCUNABULA AND AMERICANA, 
By Margaret Bingham Stillwell. 
(Columbia University Press, New 
York City. $12.50.) 


Margaret Bingham Stillwell is 
librarian of the Annmary Brown 
Memorial at Providence, R. I., and 
a recognized authority on the sub- 
jects here treated. The. general 
plan of the volume anti’ much of 
the text mre based on a seriés of 
lectures on advanced cataloging 
delivered by her before the grad- 
uate School of Library Service at 
Columbia University. The work is 
designed to serve as a source book 
for students in-these special fields 
and as a handbook for librarians 
and collectors. It is divided into 
three parts, the first dealing with 
incunabula (books printed before 
the year 1500), the second with 
books bearing on early American 
history or printed in America up 
to the end of the seventeenth cen- 
tury. The third section provides 
definitions, foreign bibliographical 
terms and their equivalents, Latin 
place-names used in early books, 
tables of abbreviations, and lists of 
selected reference works of biblio- 
graphical importance. 

While the work deals with two 
classes of rare books that are not 
within the reach of any but the 
very well-to-do, anyone with even 
a moderate case of bibliomania will 
find the volume af absorbing in- 
terest, and the book itself, merely 
as a specimen of printing and bind- 
ing, is very pleasing to the eyes and 
hands.

“My Old World Background as a 
Preparation for Modern Life” and 
at the Kirkwood High School audi- 
torium in the afternoon on “My 
Escape From Russia and Since.” 
Her lectures constitute her chief 
means of support, although she 
has been employed in a New York 
store and derives an income from 
her recently published book, ‘‘Edu- 
cation of a Princess.”

DRY RAIDER 1S HELD 


“Three Gun” Wilson, Dela- 
ware Deputy, Refused to 
Answer Question. 


By the Associated Press. | 
WILMINGTON, Del., Feb. 19.— 
.4 writ of habeas corpus for the 
release of Harold D. (‘Three- 
Gun") Wilson, Delaware’s Deputy. 
Prohibition Administrator, who has 
been held in contempt of court by 
Federal Judge John P. Nields, will 
be instituted before the United 
States District Court of Appeals in 


Philadelphia. The action will bd 
taken by Federal Attorney Leonard 
E. Wales, who will seek the reyo- 
cation of the contempt order un- 
til the case can be reheard. 

Wilson was adjudged in con- 
tempt yesterday, after he had re- 
fused to tel] the Court what mem- 
ber of the Democratic League Club 
had given him the key he used to 
make a raid on the club’s head- 
quarters here last October. 

The league later entered suit 
asking that the evidence be sup- 
pressed and the seized property re- 
turned, on the ground that it had 
been obtained illegally. Argument 
in the suit was begun yesterday 
and Wilson was called as a witness. 

When directed by the Court to 
answer concerning the key, Wilson 
said: 

“T have the utmost respect for 
the Court, but I refuse the infor- 
mation about the key. It was given 
to me in confidence and, as a man 
of honor, I refuse to answer.” 

After holding the administrator 
in contempt, Judge Nields directed 
that he remain in the custody of 
the United States Marshal “until 
such time as you purge yourself of 
the information.”’ Wilson accom- 
panied the Marshal to the latter’s 
home in Smyrna and spent the 
night there. 

‘When it became known Wilson 
might have to spend the night in 
the Workhouse, the Marshal’s of- 
fice was besieged with telephone 
calls offering to post any amount 
of bail for his release. Contempt of 
court is not a bailable offense. 

Wilson, after he had been turned 
over to the Marshal, telephoned 
Commander John D. Pennington, 
Prohibition Administrator for 
Pennsylvania, Delaware and New 
Jersey, who in turn conferred by 
telephone with the National Pro- 
hibition Administrator, Amos W. 
W. Woodcock, in Washington. 
United States Attorney Wales also 
conferred with Woodcock’s office 
and later issued a statement assert- 
ing the case “has become one of 
the most important in the depart- 
ment.”

WOGAULAY'S ESSAY 
ON DISTRESS QUOTED 


Ambassador Edge Reads His 
Comment of 100-Years 
Ago to Club in Paris. 


By the Associated Press, 
PARIS, Feb. 17.—Ambassador 
Edge has found an essay written 
by Lord (Thomas Babington) Ma- 
caulay in the Edinburgh Review 
of January, 1830, which he regards 
as unusually appropriate to condi- 


tions today. 

The Ambassador at a luncheon 
of the American Club in Paris 
read an excerpt from the essay, 
which said: 

“The present moment is one of 
great distress. But how small will 
that distress appear when we think 
over the history of the last 40 
years; a war, compared with which 
all other wars sink into insignif- 
icance; taxation, such as the most 
heavily taxed people of former 
times could not have conceived; a 
debt larger than all the public 
debts that ever existed in the world 
added together: the food of the 
people studiously rendered dear; 
the currency impudently debased, 
and improvidently restored, 

“If we were to prophesy that in 
the year 1930, a population of 
50,000,000, better fed, clad and 
lodged than the English of our 
time, will cover these islands; that 
machines, constructed on principles 
yet undiscovered will be in every 
house; that there will be no high- 
ways but railroads, no traveling 
but by steam; that our debt, vast/ 
as it seems to us, will appear to 
our great-grandchildren a trifling 
encumbrance, 
be paid off in a year or two, many 
people would think us insane. 
“We cannot absolutely prove 
that those are in error who tell 
us that society has reached the 
turning point; that we have seen 
our best days. But so said all who | 
came before us, and with just as 
much apparent reason. 

“On what principle fs it, that 
when we see nothing but improve- 
ment behind us, we are to expect 
nothing but deterioration before 
us? 

“Our rulers will best promote; 
the improvement of the people by 
strictly confining themselves to 
their own legitimate duties—by 
leaving capital to find its most 
lucrative course, commodities their 
fair price, industry and _ intelli- 
gence their natural reward, idle- 
ness and folly their natural pun- 
ishment, by maintaining peace, by 
defending property, by diminishing 
the price of law, and by observing 
strict economy in every department 
of the state. Let the Government 
do this—the people will assuredly 


Ambassador Edge’s faith in the 
future, he said, equaled that of 
the author he quoted. He expressed 
his belief that the darkest days are 
behind us.

An attractive gray-haired woman 
sat with her knitting in a New- 
ark courtroom one afternoon re- 
cently.

It is called ‘“‘Westland” and is 
one of the most beautiful homes 
in Princeton.

Preston also have residences in 
Maryland and Vermont, but they 
spend most of their time at 
“Westland.” 

The former President and Mrs.

' AKRON, O., Feb. 19.—A struc- 
ture that begins to look like the 
visions of the finished Navy Dirigi- 
ble Akron, the largest airship in 
the world, is taking ferm in the 
Goodyear - Zeppelin’s corporation 
dock at the Akron Municipal Air- 
port. 

As construction progresses en- 
gineers are gaining added experi- 
ence in such things as raising air- 
ship frame work, putting on fab- 
ric, designing condensers for ex- 
haust engine gases for maintain- 
ing ballast so that the turning out 
of giant airships for future com- 
mercial operation will be on an 
improved basis. 

Over the nose of the ship is be- 
ing spread the outer covering. Like 
tailors on some giant’s overcoat, 
men hoisted up on high fire-tower 
ladders or let down on scaffolds 
from the roof of the deck, are lay- 
ing with stout cords sections of the 
35,000 square yards of the 2.8- 
ounce, finely-woven cotton fabric 
to the hull structure.

ITH all the new jobs which women are performing, there ts 
an old one they cannot escape—not if men know it—and that 
is the task of scapegoat. It may be meant that one man should 


suffer for the sins of the people, but it is inevitable that every wom- 


an sbould suffer for them. Each 


day’s newspapers contain at least 


one instance of such fault-transference to women by men, but the 
latest is particularly amusing and amazing. It is the charge brought 


against our eex by Dr. Francis J. 


Tyson that women’s skirt lengths 


are largely contributory to the business depression! 


You don’t see it, dear feminine reader? 
But this was the reasoning followed by Dr. Ty- 


naturally wouldn’t. 


Being a woman, you 


son—who is professor of economics at the University of Pittsburg— 
when he spoke the other night before the Pittsburg Y. M. C. A. 


Women’s styles and uncertain 
skirt lengths have upset the: gar- 
ment trade, he said. “The garment 
industry is the supreme illustra- 
tion of the seasonal employment,” | 
he continued. “Uniess there is a 
widespread feminist movement to 
wear standardized tailored gar- 
ments, unless all women get to- 


gether and decide whether skirts |: 


were going to be up or down and 
permanently, this and allied indus- 
tries always will have seasonal! de- 


pression.”

ELL, well, well! Of course, it 
Woes women who started the 

drive, a year and a half ago, 
to bring back the long skirt. Wom- 
en so disliked short skirts. Women 
found them uncomfortable, insan- 
itary, unbeautiful, immodest. 
Women went to their tailors and 
their dressmakers, to department 
stores and specialty shops, moan- 
ing: 

“We loathe this terrible short 
skirt! We are sick and tired of tt! 
We want a nice long street sweep- 
er, something which will get in the 
way of every movement we make 
and will date every frock in our 
wardrobe—to say nothing of mak- 
ing us look from five to ten years 
older. 

“Please, kind gentlemen, hobble 
uS once more! In the subway, in 
our offices, on tennis courts and 
colf links, at the theater and at 
parties, we all would find a long 
skirt so much more wearable. We 
yearn to be feminine and helpless 
and wrapped up. Give us the long 
skirt or give us death! We won't 
be happy till we get it!” 


en 


That was precisely what took 
place, was it not? There was no 
gxenial commercial conspiracy of 


males to change the styles so that 
women would simply have to buy 
a lot of new clothes, and so that— 
incidentally — cloth manufacturers 
might benefit from garments with 
Kreater yardage. There were no 
man-designed, man-manufactured, 
man-distributed long skirts im- 
posed upon a feminine public, de- 
spite the shrieks and wails of a not 
inconsiderable proportion of it.’ 
There was no more or less concert- 
ed movement of club women, busi- 
ness women, writing women and 
others to keep their active daytime 
hours free of the thralldom of long, 
clinging nether garments. (And, 
for once so far, the movement has 
attained a fair degree of success. 
While street and sport skirts are a 
trifle longer, they are still com- 
fortable, convenient and sane.) 


T is, however, the tragic truth—j| 

as women know, if professors of | 

ecnomics do not—that women 
seldom could “standardize” a style, 
even if they would. Women rarely 
are permitted to take an active 
role in determining fashion. They 
may choose among what is offered; 
they may not choose what is to be 
offered. The partial success—up 
io the present—in keeping skirts 
reasonably short except for formal 
oceasions represents an almost un- 
precedented feminine victory. 

Women, of course, like beautiful 
clothes, both for esthetic and for 
practical reasons. Women take an 
instinctive, impersonal] delight in 
lovely color, material, design, and 
they want garments which will 
inake themselves more lovely and 
‘hus enhance their trade value in 
romance and business—men being 
what they are! 

But the world its so full of a 
\umber of things, for many women 
nowadays, that they grudge spend- 
ing the time and money necessary 
to keep up with the fanciful whitns 
of fashion as it is managed by 
men. We cannot imagine wonren 
ever adopting the penitential drab- 
ness and charmiessness of mens 
clothes, but not a few of our busy 
sex when they find a becoming 
style, would be glad not to have to 
change it every three months or 
so. That seasonal shifting, we re- 
peat, is men's doing, not women's! 

If, as Prof. Tyson says, it's the 
uneertainty as to the length of 
women's skirta that creates season- 
al depression and is bad for busi- 
vega, let him address his remon- 
strances to a few men in Parie— 
not to all the women in America!

It is not unlikely that Omar 
Khayyam and Virgil would accept 
Janssen’s invitation to see him if 
they were living today! Janssen 
stamps, even upon his advertising, 
something of his unique personality. 
The legend—‘“Janssen Wants to See 
You”’—one of the landmarks of 
Broadway, has cost Janssen $1,000,- 
000 in electricity and advertising, 
but it has made him famous. Ad- 
vertising men have declared that it 
tops the list of conspicuously suc- 
cessful individual advertising in the 
United States. 

When, shortly after the war, the 
German Government desired to pro- 
mote travel on German railroads it 
borrowed Janssen's slogan and 
flamboyantly advertised: “Ger- 
many Wants to See You.” The di- 
rector of publicity for the German 
railroads admitted to Bob Davis 
that Janssen’s trade mark was the 
source of his inspiration. 

The origin of the phrase illus- 
trates the alertness of Janssen’s 
mind. While entertaining some 
friends he asked the bus boy ‘o 
summon the head waiter. The bus 
boy, unaccustomed to Chesterfield- 
ian manners, shouted to the hrad 
waiter: “Janssen wants te see you.”’ 
Janssen was annoyed. He jotted 
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down a memorandum to admonish 
the boy, for omitting the prefix 


“Mr.” 
C his notebook the following 
morning, he realized in a flash 
its publicity value. He tested its 
effectiveness by sending postcards 
with the slogan to 50 friends, Its 
instantaneous success was a god- 
send. It happened at a-time wh¢n 
sauerkraut was transforming itself 
overnight into liberty cabbage. Ger- 
man being decidedly unpopular it 
was no longer feasible to advertise 
the Hofbrau. So Janssen wrote his 
own name across the sky. Thus his 
restaurants survived the war. 
Prohibitiébn compelled the Hof- 
brau to readjust itself to new con- 
ditions. It moved uptown where 
the white lights were brighter, but 
left behind a little Hofbrau like a 
sentinel, Janssen still prints orig- 
inal menus and decorates them 
with his quaint Teutonic figures. 
Janssen cannot help being original. 
His friends are as varied as his 
moods. They include statesmen, 
financiers, artists. Victer Herbert, 
Jay Gould, Enrico Caruso, Augus- 
tin Daly, were among his intimates. 
Victor Herbert composed many of 
his early songs under the roof of 
the Hofbrau in the days when 
Peter Daly and Weber and Fields 
were young. When Prince Henry 
of Prussia came to the United 
States he dined at the Hofbrau. 
Woodrow Wilson once attended a 
private dinner theré with some dis- 
tinguished Germans. Prof. Bin- 
stein, on his first visit to the 
United States, discussed relativity 
with Janssen over a bottle of post- 


Volstead beer.

J with New York's business life. 

He is president emeritus of the 
Broadway Association. In spite of 
his German antecedents, of which 
he made no secret, Janssen was 
chairman of a committee to 
investigate the wastage of: food in 
New York during the war. When 
he first landed in the United States 
his sole capital consisted of $5. But 
behind that $5 was a personality! 

Janssen’s youth was filled with 
adventures and hardships. He often 
found himself in a strange country 
without food. Like Mussolini, he 
has slept on occasion, like a vaga- 
bond, under a bridge. For one 
month in England Hyde Park was 
his sole lodging. Janssen took all 
his vicissitudes with good humor. 
He had started in life as a student 
of medicine, but the death of his 
father compelled him to give up his 
studies. He supported himself and 
shirked no fask, however menial.

Infantile Paralysis Serum 
EBSEARCH laboratory reports 
indicate that we shall soon 
have available an anti-pollo- 


myelitis serum (a serum for infan- 
tile paralysis) with which we may 
be able to stop the ravages of this 


Our ‘use of serum (the liquid 


serum is in the belief that persons 
recovering from poliomyelitis have 
Hi! in their blood substances which 

can counteract the disease in eth- 
ers. 


Because, however, this serum has 


not proved very powerful, and bde- 
cause of the difficulty of securing 
it, efforts have been made te de- 
velop the serum in animals 


Horses have been used in these 
experiments and recent reports in- 
dicate the possibility of the pro- 


duction of an effective anti-peiio- 


myelitis horse serum, This is pro- 
duced by injecting brain and spinal 
cord substances, known to contain 
the viruses of infantile paralysie, 
Into a horse. 

It has been found that, after a 
period of time, the horse's blood 
contains immunizing substances. 
This, accarding to the reports, has 
been established through experi- 
ments upon monkeys. 

Monkeys are susceptible to infan- 
tile paralysis. A number were in- 
jected with the virus of pollomyc- 
litis. Then some of them were 
then treated with the anti-polio se- 
rum derived from the treated 
horse. 

Those given the serum survived 
without injury, while the untreated 
ones died. The serum has been ap- 
plied in the treatment of more 
than 60 cases of human poliomye- 
litis and in each the results were 
favorable. 

If, therefore, on further test, tho 
anti-poliomyelitis horse serum 
proves equally effective. we may 
indeed be in a position to deprive 
one more plague of its terror.
